The United States, after weeks 


of wrangling with the European 
Common Market, announced on 
Tuesday it will retaliate against 
tariff

poultry. 


The government, if a settlement 


is not reached, will raise duties 
against 
European 
products 
to 


equal the loss of $46 million a 
year in American poultry exports. 


The U.S. move would affect the 


prices Americans pay for imports, 
but the dollar amount isn't near- 
ly as important as what the ac- 
tion means. The lost poultry sales 
are only a fraction of the $5.6 bil- 
lion worth of U.S. goocfe exported 
to European 
Common 
Market 


countries each year. 


The move reflects a new Ameri- 


can attitude and tactic — a get- 
tough policy. It also reflects these 
newly complicated circumstances 
in world trade. 


—The Common Market has as 


serted itself as a strong-willec 
equal in trade dealings with the 
United States. 


— Europe's farm blocs have 


made it clear they are keeping a 
sharp eye out for their own inter 
sts, which often clash with those 
f America. 
—Europe, having trouble work- 


ng out its own agricultural policy, 
ias resisted U.S. efforts to link 
igricultural and| industrial pred- 
icts in trade talks. 
—Protectionist sentiment in the

officers and noncoms with less 
than two years service and give 
them larger increases at times in 
their careers when they face the 
decision of re-enlisting or return- 
ing to 'civilian life, 


The House version would limit 


pay increases to active personnel 
with more than two years service. 
Its theory was that many short 
termers are merely serving out 
an obligation resulting from the 
draft.

New York City Borough of Queens. While still more expensive than 
conventional methods of generating electricity, atomic power is nar- 
rowing the gap by constant improvements.

WASHINGTON (AP)-m Louisi- 


etna there's an old saying: "God 
hates ugly." It means you'll get 
yours in time, if you're a heel 
or you hurt people. Vet Francois 
(Papa Doc) Dttvalier, who isn't 
pretty, is still Haiti's dictator. 


But time is running out. He's

about 500 exiled Haitian officers 
and soldiers reportedly landed 
and started an invasion of this is- 
land which Columbus liked. 


If this flops, Duvalicr can ex- 


pect something else. His opposi- 
tion within Haiti has been chopped 
to pieces by mass arrests, exile, 
murder, andj political blackmail 
He's too hated to sleep well. 


Last month young rebels fought 


his regime in the mountains until 
they were crushed. He had a cri- 
sis in April with an army plot 
against him. It failed. But his 
army suffered. Top officers fled, 


He doesn't trust his army,, about 


5,000 men trained mainly in po- 
lice work. He has his own mil- 
itia, the dreaded Ton-Ton Ma-

Negro Again to 
Trial for Murder 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Clarence 


Stewart Jr., 21, a Negro of Little 
Rock, went on trial for first de- 
gree murder again Monday in Pu- 
laski Circuit Court and an all- 
white jury was chosen again to 
hear the case. 


Stewart was once convicted by 


an all-white jury and sentenced to 
the electric chair but he got a 
new trial when a federal appeals 
court which ruled that a pattern 
of discrimination in jury selection 
existed. 


He is charged in the fatal stab- 


ing Jan. 8, 1959, of William N. 
Caldwell, 79, a white man, at 
CaldweU's store in North Little 
Rock.
